S.R.O. 1126. — -In exeroise of the powers conferred by section 28 of the Repre, 
sentation of the People Act, 1960 (XLIII of I960), the Central Government, after 
consulting the Eleotion Commission, hereby makes the following further amend- 
ments in the Representation of tho People (Preparation of Electoral Rolls) Rules, 
1960, namely : — 

1 . After rule 6 of the said Rules, the following rule shall bo inserted, namely 

“5A. Notice inviting applications for registration in the i electoral rolls for 
graduates’ and teachers’ constituencies.- — (1) For the pin-pose of the pre- 
paration of the electoral roll for a graduates’ constituency or a teachers 
constituency for elections to tho Legislative Council of any State, 
the Chief Electoral Officer for tho State, in the oase of every such 
electoral roll first prepared under the Act, shall, as soon as may be 
after this rule oomes into foroe, and in the case of every such roll 
subsequently prepared under the Act shall, before the preparation of 
such roll is taken in hand, cause a notioe in Form IV- A to be published 
inviting every person who is qualified to be registered in the electoral 
roll for the constituency under sub-section (6) of section 27 of the 
Act and who desires to he so registered to submit an application in 
Form VTI to the Electoral Registration Officer of the said constituency 
within the time to be specified in that behalf in the notice. 

(2) Every notioe issued under sub-rule (1) shall be published in such manner 
and at such place as the Election Commission may direct, and the time to be speci- 
fied in the notioe within which the application is to be submitted shall not he less 
than fourteen days from the publication of the notioe”. 

2. In sub-rule (2) of rule 18 of the said Rules, for the words, brackets and figures 
"The Electoral Registration Offleer or any person employed by him under sub- 
section (2) of section 22 of the Act may also correct any mis -spellings whioh he may 
discover in the electoral roll after the decision of the Revising Authority has been 
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communicated to the Eleotroal Registration O hirer” the toll owing shall be sub- 
tituted, namely ; — 

“ The Electoral Registration Officer also may, at any time before the final 
publication of tho electoral roll under rule 19, either himself correct 
any clerical or printing euors which he may discover in the olectoral 
roll or cause such correction to he made in tho roll by any person em- 
ployed by him under sub-section (2) of section 22 of the Act.”

THE REPRESENTATION OF THE PEOPLE ACT, J1950 

Sertiom 27. — (3) For tho purpose of elections to the Legislative Council of a 
State in the graduates’ constituencies and the teachers’ constituencies, the State 
Government concerned may, with the concurrence of the Eleotion Commission, 
by notification in tho Official Gazette, specify — 

(a) the qualifications which shall be deemed to be equivalent to that of a 
graduate of a university in thejterrltory of India, and 

(b) the educational institutions within the State not lower in standard than 
that of a secondary school. 

(4) The provisions of sections 15, 16, 18, 20, 22, 23 (excluding the proviso), 
24 and 25 shall apply in relation to* Council constituencies as they apply in relation 
to Parliamentary constituencies. 

(6) Subject to the foregoing provisions of this section, — 

(a) every person who on the qualifying date was a member of any such local 
authority within a local authorities’ constituency as ib referred to in sub-section (2) 
shall he entitled to he registered in the electoral roll for that constituency ; 

(b) every person who ou the qulifying date was ordinarily resident in a gradu- 
ates’ constituency and has, for at least three years before that date, been either a 
graduate of a university in the territory of India or in possession of any of the qualifi- 
cations specified under olause (a) of sub-section (3) fey the State Government oonoern- 
Ad ihall be entitled to he registered in the electoral roll for that constituency ; and 
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(c) every person who on the qualifying date, was ordinarily resident in a teachers’ 
constituency, and has, within the six years immediately before that date for a total 
period of at least three years, been engaged in teaching m any of tho educational 
institutions specified under clause (ft) of sub-section (3) by the State Government 
concerned shall he entitled to be registered in the electoral roll for that constituency, 

(6) For the purpose of this section, the qualifying date in the case of every 
electoral roll shall bo the 1st day of April of the year in which the roll is prepared.

Tho East Punjab Seeds and Seedlings Act, 1949 (XIX of 1949) as modified. 
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THE EAST PUNJAB IMPROVED SEEDS AND SEEDLINGS ACT, 1949. 

* 

East Punjab Act No. XIX of 1949. 

An Act to provide for the use of pure and certified seeds and seedlings of the improved 

varieties of crops recommended by the Department of Agriculture in the Punjab, 

.It is hereby enaoted as follows : — 

1. Short title, ^ extent and date of commencement.- — (1) This Aot may be oahed the 
East Punjab Improved Seeds and Seedlings Act, 1940. 

(2) It shall extend to the whole of Vindhyft'Pradesh. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date or dates and in such areas as the 
Chief Commissioner may, by notification, appoint in this behalf, and different dates 
may be appointed for di fferent areas. 

2. Interpretation. — In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the subjeot 
or context, 

(t) “ Improved Seed ” means^the seed approved by the Department of Agra 
oulturo ; 

(ii) “ Seedlings ” means the plants raised from improved seed ; 

{Hi) “Occupier” moans the pjrsoi daving for the tim i being the ngtit ol 
oooupation of any land as defined in the Rowa Land Rovenue and 
Tenancy Code and includes any person in actual occupation of suofi 
land or his agent ; 

(tv) “Authorised Agent " means an agent authorised to sell improved seed* 
and seedling only on behalf of the Department of Agriculture 

3. Power to declare seeds or seedlings of approved varieties of crops and to specify 
the area and period and restrict movement — In such areas to which this Aot fis applied 

(a) improved seeds or seedlings only shall be used by each and every 

ocoupior ; 

(b) the movement of jpipioved seeds or seedlings from one area to another 

may be prohibited or restricted 

4. Provision of seeds and seedlings by Agricultural Department. — ( 1 ) For the 
purposes of this Aot improved seeds and seedlings shall be made available for sale 
oy the Department of Agriculture, through its authorised agents, who shall stock 
for sale only improved seeds or seedlings. 

(2) An authorised agent shall notjwithhold from salejimprovedjseedsjorjseodlkig* 
to any occupier. 

6. Powers of the officers of the Agricultural Department to enter upon any land or 
promises. — (1) Any officer of the Agricultural Department not below the rank of 
Agricultural Assistant may, for the more effective enforcement of the provision* 
of this Aot, entor upon any land situated in the area to which this Aot extends for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether improved seeds or seedlings have been grown 
In the land or not. 

(2) Any officer of the Agricultural Department not below the rani of Agricul- 
tural Assistant may enter Kpon any land or premises owned or oooupied by an autho- 
rised agent to inspect the seed sold by him or to inquire if he is not withholding 
any seed from sileto any oooupier or to search as far as be neoessary for that purpos 
the land or premises. 

6. Penalties. — -(1) If any oocupier of land within the area to whioh this Aot 
applied is found growing a variety of any orop other than a variety approved by the 
Department of Agrioulture, he shall be liable to punishment with a Sue whioh may 
extend to Rs, 100. 
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(2) If an authorised agent withholds from sale or wilfully refuses to sell improved 
seeds or seedlings he shall he punishable with tine which may extend to rupeoB five 
hundred. 

(3) Any abetment of a breach of tho provisions of this Act shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to Rs, 100. 

(4) No prosecution for any offent e under this Act shall bo instituted except on a 
complaint in writing mado by the Director of Agriculture, Vindhya Piadesh, or by 
an officer specially authorised by him in this behalf, 

7. Bar of suit or other legal proceedings. — No suit, prosecution or legal proceed- 
ings shall lie against any public servant m respect of anything in good faith done or 
intended to be done under this Act. 

8. Power of Ohief Commissioner to make rules. — The Chief Commissioer may from 
time to time make rules for tho purposo of carrying into effect the provisions of thif 
Aot.

S. R. 0. 1131— In axoroise of the powers conferred by sub-sootion (3) of soo- 
tion 10 of the Indian Finaneo Aot, 1942 (XII of 1942) read with sub-sootion (5) of sec- 
tion 2 of the Excess Profits Tax Ordinance, 1943 (XVI of 1943), the Contral Govern- 
ment hereby directs that tho following further amendments shall be made in the 
Exoess Profits Tax (Post-War Refunds) Rules, 1942, namely 

(1) In rule 9 of the said Rules —

(v) in the case of a firm, whioh, at the timo when tho repayable excess 
profits tax is refundable, is no longer in existence, refund shall 
be made jointly to tho porsons who were partners in the firm 
during the chargeable accounting poriod in respect of wnioh 
tho exoess profits tax was paid, or to any person jointly nomi- 
nated by them to receive tho refund, with tho substitution in 
tho case of a dooeasod partner, of the administratot or other 
legal representative ; 

provided further that, if the identity of tho person entitled under the preoedinge 
provisions to reoeivo a refund is in dispute or if any substantial question of title is, 
in the opinion of the Excess Profits Tax Officer involved, such Officer may require 
the production of an order of tho Competent Civil Court determining the person 
entitled to receive the refund or any part there of. ’ ’ 
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(ii) in sub-rule (2) after the word, figure and brackets “sub-rule (1)” the 
words, figure, letter and brackets "or sub-rule (1A)" shall be 
inserted . 

(2) At the end of rule 10 of the said Rules, the following paragraph shall be 
added, namely— 

“The provisions oontained in the provisos to Bub- rules (1) and (1A) of rule 
9 shall apply to any refund to be made under this rule’ ’ ,
